A 
crowd assembled in the town square 
and soon afterward several hundred 
Germans, mostly men, 
storm a French guard post. 
Soldiers Fire When Attacked. 
The Germans demanded to know 
why the two men had been killed. The 
Soldiers repeatedly ordered them 
away, but the crowd refused to heed

Provisions of Original Bill. 

As introduced, the bill gave the, 
commission power to put Into effect 
the minimum wage decided upon by 
the Wage Board, and specifically 
prohibited employers from paying a 
lower wage. . 

The Irwin amendment took this 
power away, sought to have the 
wage fixed by agreement between 
the Wage Board and the employer, 
and then gave to the employer the 
right of 80 days’ notice to the board 
to abrogate the contract. 

The amendment, the full effect of 
which was not realized by many 
Benators when it was adopted, was: 

“After the public hearing it shall 
be the duty of the Wage Board to 
make a finding concerning a mini- 
mum wage necessary for the support 
of female employes in the particular , 
cooupation at the place and under | 
the circumstances of employment; 
and shall undertake to secure an 
agreement between the employes and 
the board placing into force such 
minimum wage; and the board shal! 
have the right to contract on behalf 
offthe employes for the payment of 
such minimum wage; and if an} 
Sgreement is entered into in writing 
fixing a minimum wage, the employ- 
er thereafter shall be required to pay 
not leas than the wage therein deter- 
mined upon; provided, however, that. 
any employer may be released from 
the payment of such minimum wage 
by giving to the Wage Board 30 
days’ notice in writing, and setting 
forth the reasons for the abrogation 
of sald agreement.” 


Effect of Amendment. 


The full effect of this !s that the 
commission, acting through the 
board, would have power only to at- 
tempt to induce the employers tv 
pay the minimum wage it desired to 
fx, and even if an employer should 
Accept the decision of the board, he 
could abrogate his agreement at any 
Ume he pleased.

Cen- 
struction of a new morgue was dis- 
cussed at intervals, and, in 1920, a 
bond issue of $68,000 was voted. 

$140,000 More Authorized. 

This amount was not considered 
large enough to provide an adequate 
building and plans were not ap- 
proved. An additional $140,000 was 
authorized in the $87,372,500 bond 
issue for public improvements, voted 
Feb. 9. The bonds authorized in 
19°90 have been-held by the Comp- 
troller and the proceeds of the two 
fesues for the morgue will be com- 
bined. 

Construction of a bullding that 
will resemble a church chapel, in the 
interior, is proposed by city officials,

Money to purchase a site was not 
tncluded in the morgue item, as it 
was proposed to use land already 
owned by the city. The Board of 
Public Service and City Plan Com- 
mission have considered favorably a 
proposal to erect the building at the 
south end of the city hall block, 
fronting on Clark avenue. Designs 
conform to the architecture of the 
city hall. 

Some Objection Expected. 

Some objection may be raised to 
placing the morgue in the same 
group with the city hall and Muni- 
cipal Courts, according to President 
Kinsey of the Board of Public Serv- 
ice, but he said this site was the best 
one available, and there are no funds 
available to buy other ground. 

Although not generally known, 
hodies now are taken in ambulances 
from the morgue to one of the court- 
vards of the Municipal Courts Build- 
ing to be viewed by Coroner's juries. 

Establishment of the morgue in 
the municipal group is necessary, 
Kinsey said, as the building will re- 
ceive “heat, light and refrigeration 
service from the service plant, to be 
built from bond issue funds ata cost 
of $1,000,000, to furnish such service 
to municipal bulldings. This plant 
probably will be built on the block, 
Eleventh to Twelfth. Clark to Spruce, 
formerly occupied by the old Four 
Courts, ‘and one corner of which fs 
occupied by the present morgue. 

Plans for the Bullding. 

The plans for the new morgue pro-~- 
vide a two-story building. A large 
view room, where bodies will be kept 
until {dentified and burial arranged, 
will occupy a large part of the first 
floor. The room design is similar to 
that of a church chapel, witha high, 
vaulted ceiling, and softened lighting 
effect from windows placed high in 
the walls. Marble view cases, with 
glass topes, will be in rows along the 
walls. The cases will be kept at @ 
low temperature by refrigeration. 
Farty-elght bodies can be placed in 
these cases, and other space will be 
available in the event of a disaster 
with a large death toll. 

A large receiving room, 
room for visftors, matron’s room and 
facilities for post-mortem examina- 
tions and embalming, if the latter 
method of preservation is adopted

in the first floor plan. A special room 
to be kept at a very low tempera- 
ture, is designed for bodies of 
drowned persons. 

Offices for Coroner Also. 

Offices for the Coroner, assistant, 
court stenographer, record rooms 
and large and small courtrooms for 
inquests are included In the second 
floor plan. The Coroner now has of- 
fices in the Municipal Courts Bulld- 
ing. ’ 

Construction of the bufléing prob- 
ably will require one year. The work 
will have to be timed with construc- 
tion of the municipal service bufld- 
ing.

isplay house you see more pleasing and great- 
er variety of colors than any painter ever 
spread on canvas. From pure white to deepest 
red and blue—delicate pink. bright red, crim- 
son, russet, pale violet, blue, indigo, purple—I 
cannot name all the shades—but no yellow.
